Several  months  ago,  our  local  news¬ 
paper  featured  an  article  on  Sid  Caesar, 
the  legendary  comedian  whose  work 
defined  early  television  entertainment 
and  whose  influence  can  still  be  seen  on 
programs  such  as  Saturday  Night  Live 
and  The  Tonight  Show.  In  the  course  of 
the  article,  the  reporter  asked  Caesar  if 
he  was  bothered  by  the  fact  that  several 
generations  of  Americans  had  grown  up 
watching  TV  but  were  unfamiliar  with 
both  his  name  and  his  pioneering  shows. 

Of  course  not,  Caesar  replied.  That 
kind  of  thinking  gets  you  nowhere.  And 
he  proceeded  to  share  a  bit  of  his  philos¬ 
ophy  of  life  (I’m  paraphrasing  here): 

“Do  your  best  work.  Enjoy  life.  Don’t 
make  yourself  nuts.” 

1  am  particularly  enamored  of  that 
last  sentence,  Don ’t  make  yourself  nuts. 

It’s  a  sentiment  I  need  to  remember  and 
embrace. 

I  find,  and  perhaps  you  do,  too,  that  a 
lot  of  the  stress  and  pressure  in  life  is 
completely  self-generated.  I  make 
lists — mentally  and  on  paper  (And  now 
on  my  new  handheld  electronic  organiz¬ 
er  as  well,  because  you  can  never  have 
too  many  lists!) — and  become  a  little 
unhinged  when  I  find  myself  adding 
items  faster  than  I  cross  them  off.  I 
reduce  events  that  should  be  pleasurable, 
like  preparing  for  a  special  vacation,  to  a 
series  of  tasks:  do  laundry;  buy  film; 
have  the  mail  held.  And  I  think  ridicu¬ 
lous  thoughts,  such  as.  Exercise?  I  don  7 
have  time  to  exercise!  and  Call  my 
mother?  1  don  7  have  time  to  call  my 
mother! 

I  wonder  what  kind  of  reward  my 
subconscious  taskmaster  believes  will 
result  when  I  get  everything  done  that  I 
think  I  have  to  get  done.  A  parade?  A 
medal?  Time  off  for  good  behavior? 

My  conscious  mind  knows  that  there 
won’t  be  a  big,  flashy  award  and  that 
there  will  always  be  chores  to  do  and 
tasks  to  accomplish.  And  that’s  OK. 
Because  life  wouldn’t  be  much  fun  if 
there  weren’t  anything  to  do  at  all!  I  just 
have  to  remember  that  sometimes  the 
task  is  the  reward.  I  have  to  remember  to 
not  make  myself  nuts.

75  Years  at  Ohio 
Wesleyan 

After  many  months  of  planning, 
more  than  1 00  members  of  the 
Gamma  deuteron  Chapter  gathered  for 
a  75  ^  anniversary  celebration.  The 
day  began  with  breakfast  at  the  chap¬ 
ter  house,  which  was  followed  by  an 
initiation  ceremony.  A  noon  luncheon 
was  held  at  the  camus  center;  Dr. 
Thomas  B.  Courtice,  university  presi¬ 
dent,  welcomed  the  group.  Three  char¬ 
ter  members  of  the  chapter  sent  greet¬ 
ings,  Ruth  Thomas  Bemis  of  Mt. 
Vernon,  Ohio;  Elizabeth  Booton 
Pumphrey  of  Syosset,  NY;  and 
Carleen  Luikart  Mills  of  Reno,  Nev. 
Ernestine  Biddle  Miller,  who  was  initi¬ 
ated  in  1925  and  later  served  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  chapter,  was  the  most 
senior  alumna  in  attendance. 

A  committee  of  collegians  had 
worked  diligently  for  more  than  a 
year,  cleaning,  refurbishing,  and  orga¬ 
nizing  scrapbooks  and  photo  albums. 

It  was  great  fun  to  see  how  times  have 
changed  and  yet  how  much  has 
remained  the  same.  Professor  Paul 
Stephenson  opened  his  home  for  an 
afternoon  tour.  The  house  was  home  to 
Gamma  deuteron  from  1946  to  1961. 

Gamma  deuteron  was  originally 
installed  at  Ohio  Wesleyan  in  June 
1881.  But  by  the  fall  semester, 
women’s  groups  were  no  longer  per¬ 
mitted.  When  the  chapter  was  re¬ 
established  in  1924,  the  name  Gamma 
had  already  been  assigned  to  another

me  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Foundation  is 
pleased  to  sponsor  a  named  trust  grant  pro¬ 
gram.  Trustee  Mary  Ann  Richards,  AI/Ball 
State,  is  chairman  of  the  Foundation  Grants 
Committee.  In  the  1999-2000  fiscal  year, 
almost  $48,000  was  granted  to  alumnae  and 
college  groups  and  to  members  of  the 
Fraternity.  For  example,  the  Milwaukee 
Alumnae  Chapter  received  a  $1,000  grant 
from  the  Indianapolis  Alumnae  Chapter  Trust 
to  sponsor  a  speaker  at  a  Milwaukee  Area 
Panhellenic  Event.  The  Foundation  anticipates

In  2001,  participants  included 
college  chapter  presidents,  vice-presidents  finance,  recruitment  chair¬ 
men,  and  member  educators,  as  well  as  other  interested  college  chapter 
officers.  Alumnae  chapters  and  clubs  sent  their  incoming  presidents,  and 
many  advisers  and  facility  corporation  board  members  also  attended. 

More  than  30  concurrent  sessions  offered  college  officers  training  in 
budgeting  and  financial  management,  risk  management  issues,  leader¬ 
ship  skills,  membership  selection  and  recruitment,  and  member  develop¬ 
ment.  Workshops  for  alumnae  group  presidents  focused  on  leadership 
skills,  philanthropy  and  service,  and  member  recruitment  and  retention, 
while  facility  corporation  members  studied  all  aspects  of  facility  main¬ 
tenance  and  management. 

Of  course,  idea  exchanges,  like-officer  discussions,  and  “quality  time”

Donna  Larrabee  Palmer 


I  A  /  hen  Donna  Larrabee  Palmer, 

1/1/  Tau/Northwestern,  added  her 

F  r  name  to  The  Atlantic 
Monthly's  masthead  in  September 
1999,  she  joined  a  venerable  cast  of 
writers,  editors,  and  publishers  whose 
blue-blooded  roots  reach  to  the  maga¬ 
zine’s  1857  debut.  Palmer’s 
mission — one  echoing  that  of  founders 
James  Russell  Lowell,  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson,  and  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes — extends  the  continuum  as 
well:  To  preserve  The  Atlantic 
Monthly's  role  as  the  nation’s  round 
table  and  to  promote  the  value  of  liter¬ 
ary  excellence. 

“My  paramount  responsibility  as 
publisher  is  to  help  individual  sales 
people  make  sales,  because  advertising 
revenue  is  what  allows  our  magazine 
to  publish,”  says  Palmer,  50.  “I’m  able 
to  do  this  successfully  because  I 
believe  in  the  editorial  quality  of  the 
magazine.  The  more  ads  we  sell,  the 
more  terrific  editorial  material  we  can 
afford  to  run. 

“Most  any  subject  can  be  an 
Atlantic  Monthly  topic,”  she  adds. 

“Our  stories  examine  the  undercur¬ 
rents  of  issues  and  take  a  long-term, 
futuristic  spin.”  Slated  for  upcoming 
issues,  for  example,  are  articles  on 
space  warfare,  college  admissions 
policies,  and  an  extensive  narrative  on 
the  art  world  and  art  dealers. 

A  magazine-world  maverick.  The 
Atlantic  Monthly  is  synonymous  with 
literary  milestones.  Heralded  by  its 
founders  as  the  first  distinctly 
American  “journal  of  literature,  poli¬ 
tics,  science,  and  the  arts,”  The 
Atlantic  Monthly  also  was  the  first  to 
run  stories  by  Mark  Twain,  Henry 
James,  Ernest  Hemingway,  and  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe.  In  1963,  the  magazine 
published  a  handwritten  draft  of 
Martin  Luther  King  Junior’s  “Letter 
from  a  Birmingham  Jail.”  More  than  a 
century  after  its  founding,  landmark 
editorial  content  continues  to  distin¬ 
guish  The  Atlantic  Monthly,  Palmer 


says.  A  previously  unpublished  mys¬ 
tery  by  Mark  Twain  appears  in  the 
July/August  issue,  while  feature  arti¬ 
cles  routinely  raise  eyebrows  and 
spark  debate. 

“Our  April-issue  cover  story.  The 
Organization  Kid,’  created  a  lot  of 
waves,”  Palmer  says.  “The  author 
looked  at  how  today’s  college  kids  see 
the  world.  They’re  radically  different 
from  ‘Boomers,’  because  they’ve  never 
experienced  a  war  and  most  of  them 
were  ten  years  old  when  the  Berlin 
Wall  fell.  Today’s  collegians  also  tend 
to  be  very  focused  and  driven  in  terms 
of  how  they  organize  their  lives,  stud¬ 
ies,  and  extracurriculars.  They  take 
everything  very  seriously.  They’re 
willing  to  tow  the  line,  respect  authori¬ 
ty,  and  apply  themselves.” 

Features  such  as  The  Organization 
Kid,’  as  well  as  Atlantic  Monthly’s 
June  2001  cover  story  on  the  airline 
industry  and  the  possibility  of  air  traf¬ 
fic  control  systems  based  on  global 
positioning,  have  the  potential  to  influ¬ 
ence  public  opinion,  Palmer  believes. 
The  content  and  level  of  editorial 
depth  (many  feature  articles  top 
17,000  words)  also  appeal  to  the  mag¬ 
azine’s  typical  readership:  highly  edu¬ 
cated  and  relatively  affluent  individu¬ 
als  employed  in  professional  and  man¬ 
agerial  positions.  Readership  has  held 
steady  at  about  one  million  since 
1986,  with  a  fairly  equal  split  between 
males  and  females. 

Maneuvering  More 
Milestones 

Palmer — only  the  second  female 
publisher  in  the  magazine’s 
history — came  aboard  as  part  of  a 
major  Atlantic  Monthly  re-launch  that 
debuted  with  the  February  2001  issue. 
“Over  the  last  several  years,  advertis¬ 
ers  started  to  feel  that  although  the 
magazine  was  strong  editorially,  its 
physical  appearance  was  old  and  tired 
and  wasn’t  keeping  pace,”  she 
explains.  In  September  1999,  real 
estate  and  media  baron  Mortimer 
Zuckerman — who  had  owned  the  mag¬ 
azine  since  1980 — sold  it  to  David 
Bradley,  founder  of  a  successful 
research  business  for  Fortune  500 
companies,  for  $10  million.  Bradley 
immediately  invested  in  a  multi¬ 
faceted  effort  to  increase  profitability 
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and  enhance  quality.  He  recruited  a 
new  art  director  and  editor-in-chief, 
and  then,  at  the  strong  suggestion  of 
the  outgoing  editor-in-chief,  asked 
Palmer  to  move  from  national  adver¬ 
tising  director  to  publisher. 


Its  an  extraordinary 
time  for  women  in  the 
publishing  business 
and  in  the  media 
community  overall. 


“David  wanted  me  to  help  him 
understand  the  magazine  world,” 
Palmer  says.  “I’d  been  with  The 
Atlantic  Monthly  for  fifteen  years,  and 
had  covered  ad  sales  on  the  West 
Coast  before  moving  back  to  New 
York  in  1998  to  become  national 
advertising  director.  1  had  a  lot  of  sup¬ 
port  from  the  editorial  department, 
too,  because  I  truly  knew  this  maga¬ 
zine.” 

Combined  knowledge  and  expertise 
created  a  look  heralded  by  The  Boston 
Globe  as  “...  cleaner,  brighter  and 
more  expansive  ...  comparing  the 
February  issue  to  the  January  issue  is 
like  looking  at  a  before-and-after  chest 
X-ray  of  someone  who  quit  smoking 
and  cleared  his  lungs  out.”  Trade  pub¬ 
lications  sang  its  praises  as  well,  call¬ 
ing  the  re-design  a  “...  graceful  pack¬ 
age  that  stands  out  on  the  newsstand.” 
The  resurrected  Atlantic  Monthly  fea¬ 
tures  a  brawnier  logo,  a  poster-style 
cover,  heavier  paper  stock,  shorter  arti¬ 
cles,  more  white  space,  and  less  clut¬ 
ter.  “We’re  easier  to  navigate  and  more 
readable,”  Palmer  says.  “The  maga¬ 
zine’s  physical  qualities  now  match 
the  editorial. 

“It’s  wonderful  to  work  for  a  publi¬ 
cation  whose  owner  invests  in  its  suc¬ 
cess.  David  has  a  ‘field  of  dreams’ 
strategy.  He  believes  that  if  you  invest 
in  the  editorial  and  physical  properties, 
advertisers  and  subscribers  will  come.” 


Expectations  run 
high,  however,  and 
Palmer  frequently 
feels  the  stress  to 
succeed.  Office  days 
are  long — 8  a.m.  to 
8  p.m.,  including  a 
one-hour  commute 
from  her  Short  Hills, 

New  Jersey,  home  to 
New  York  City — and 
almost  every  week 
requires  a  business 
trip.  In  addition  to 
courting  individual 
advertisers  and  con¬ 
vincing  them  that 
Atlantic  Monthly’s 
readers  mirror  their 
target  audience. 

Palmer  also  oversees 
the  magazine’s  over¬ 
all  advertising  and 
marketing  strategies. 

“I’m  always  look¬ 
ing  for  ways  to 
establish  the  maga¬ 
zine  as  a  marketing 
partner,”  Palmer  says.  “Advertisers 
want  more  from  major  publications 
than  just  running  ads.  They  want 
value-added  packages  that  extend  the 
magazine’s  buzz.” 

Because  The  Atlantic  Monthly's 
staff  is  relatively  small.  Palmer  also 
supervises  magazine  production  by 
examining  ad  placement  and  gauging 
the  pace  and  flow  of  every  issue. 
“There  are  major  expectations  for  us,” 
she  says,  referring  to  the  magazine’s 
new  team,  “and  our  owner  clearly 
wants  to  recoup  some  of  his  very  sig¬ 
nificant  investment.  But  that’s  OK, 
because  he  deserves  our  best  efforts.” 

Sailing  Ahead 

Leadership  and  exemplary  effort  are 
familiar  territories  for  Palmer,  a 
Bethesda,  Md.,  native.  She  graduated 
cum  laude  from  Holton-Ames,  a  girls’ 
school  that  stressed  self-esteem  and 
encouraged  lofty  goals.  Although 
accepted  by  every  college  to  which 
she  applied,  an  interest  in  art  and  the 
desire  for  a  strong  liberal  arts  educa¬ 
tion  drew  her  to  Chicago’s 
Northwestern  University,  where  she 
majored  in  art  history  and  minored  in 
political  science. 


“I  still  wanted  to  be  surrounded  by 
a  close  group  of  energizing  women, 
and  that’s  what  lead  me  to  Theta,” 
says  Palmer,  who  served  as  chapter 
president  in  1972-’73.  “The  early  ’70s 
were  a  time  of  great  political  unrest 
and  student  protest,  and  the  Greek  sys¬ 
tem  was  reeling  under  bad  press. 

There  were  even  occasional  protests  in 
front  of  the  Theta  house. 

“It  required  all  of  us,  with  me  at  the 
helm,  to  stand  up  and  say,  ‘Our  sorori¬ 
ty  is  OK.  We’re  not  an  exclusionary, 
social  club.  We’re  doing  good  works, 
and  we  see  ourselves  as  campus  lead¬ 
ers.’  All  of  us  set  our  sights  high.  We 
knew  we  were  expected  to  conduct 
ourselves  well  and  to  contribute  to 
Theta  and  our  university.” 

Palmer  also  exerted  leadership  skills 
at  Theta’s  Grand  Convention.  “At  that 
time,  discussion  was  underway  to 
allow  boys  upstairs  during  certain 
evening  hours.  We  were  all  very  liber¬ 
al  and  fought  hard  for  it,  but  we  lost,” 
she  recalls,  laughing. 

“However,  I  felt  very  lucky  to  be 
part  of  the  whole  Convention  process. 
It  was  an  amazing  time,  and  it  showed 
me  that  Thetas  were  united  in  all  parts 
of  the  country.”  Decades  after  gradua¬ 
tion,  the  collegiate  lessons  still  ring 
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true,  says  Palmer.  “From  a  Theta 
standpoint,  I  learned  to  get  along  with 
a  lot  of  different  people,  and  I’ve 
never  met  someone  I  truly  didn’t  like. 
That’s  excellent  training  for  being  out 
in  the  real  world,  where  you  can’t  pick 
your  boss  or  your  co-workers.  You 
learn  to  adapt  and  to  be  flexible. 

“I  also  believe  a  liberal  arts  educa¬ 
tion  can  take  you  anywhere  you  want

to  go,”  Palmer  adds.  “My  public 
speaking  courses  were  particularly 
valuable  because  I  learned  to  present 
my  ideas  forcefully  and  persuasively. 

“Today,  I’m  organized,  driven,  and  I 
like  the  idea  of  personal  success.” 

Witnessing  the  achievements  of 
female  colleagues  has  been  equally 
gratifying,  she  says.  “The  biggest 
change  I’ve  seen  in  twenty  years  is  the 
advent  of  women  in  this  business.  In  a 
big  publishing  house  like  Hearst, 
which  puts  out  sixteen  magazines, 
only  four  of  sixteen  editors-in-chief 


are  men. 

“Women  are  seen  as  very  persua¬ 
sive;  they’ll  take  risks  to  start  up  new 
magazines.  It’s  an  extraordinary  time 
for  women  in  the  publishing  business 
and  in  the  media  community  overall.” 

On  The  Horizon 

Palmer’s  enthusiasm  and  stamina 
also  extend  to  the  home  front,  where 
life  is  accented  with  adventure  and 
creativity.  In  addition  to  being  pas¬ 
sionate  about  downhill  skiing  and 
gourmet  cooking,  Palmer,  her  husband 
Jack,  and  their  seven-year-old  son, 
Alex,  are  voracious  travelers.  “When 
Alex  was  a  one-year-old,  we  took  him 
with  us  to  Australia,”  Palmer  says. 
“We’ve  been  to  Italy,  France,  England, 
the  Caribbean,  California,  and  we’ve 
always  included  Alex.  He’s  great  at 
dealing  with  and  understanding  differ¬ 
ent  people  and  situations.  We’ve  also 
turned  him  in  to  a  museum  fanatic!” 
Later  this  year,  Palmer’s  extended 
family — a  group  of  2 A — will  travel  to 
Egypt. 


During  a  recent  Atlantic  Monthly  event 
at  the  Algonquin  Hotel,  Donna  Palmer 
posed  with  playwright  Edward  Albee 
and  associate  publisher  Matt  Barba. 

When  she  reflects  on  her  own 
future  journeys,  however,  Palmer 
admits  the  itinerary  is  relatively  unde¬ 
fined.  “When  I  served  as  president  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Advertising  Club, 
which  is  the  largest  one  of  its  kind  in 
the  nation,  I  remember  sitting  on  the 
dais  thinking,  This  is  it.  This  is  the 
pinnacle.  Then,  shortly  afterwards,  I 
moved  to  New  York  and  was  named 
publisher. 

“I  feel  I’ve  hit  the  point  where  I’m 
comfortable,  and  I  enjoy  what  I’m 
doing.  I  love  this  business  because  I 
tackle  a  different  challenge  every  day. 
But  there’s  a  time  to  let  younger,  more 
energetic  people  take  over. 

“I  don’t  think  I’ll  be  at  the  maga¬ 
zine  ten  years  from  now,”  she  adds. 
“By  then,  I’d  like  to  be  taking  every¬ 
thing  a  little  bit  easier-spending  more 
time  with  my  son,  traveling,  or  maybe 
just  planting  a  garden.”  ■

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Move  Over,  Survivor! 


Theta  Enjoys  Role  on  TV’s  The  Mole

hen  Kathryn  Price  attended  college  at 
the  University  of  Kansas  and  spent  her 
days  around  the  Kappa  Chapter  facil¬ 
ity,  her  friends  called  her  “KP.”  Today, 
Price  answers  to  a  new  nickname— The  Mole. 

This  new  name  arose  from  Price’s  role  on 
ABC’s  The  Mole,  a  nine-week  reality  based 
program.  Throughout  the  show,  10  players 
traveled  to  the  Mojave  Desert,  the  French 
countryside,  Monaco,  and  Spain  to  complete 
various  missions  and  tests,  such  as  jumping 
out  of  an  airplane  and  determining  which  of 
two  watches  was  the  real  Cartier.  Quizzes 
and  tests  regarding  the  mole’s  identity  elimi¬ 
nated  players  along  the  way,  and  the  final 
contestant  left  standing  took  home  a 
$510,000  cash  prize. 

All  the  while,  Price  —an  attorney  original¬ 
ly  from  Wichita,  Kan.,  who  now  resides  in 
Chicago— did  her  best  to  throw  the  whole 
thing  off.  And,  in  an  episode  that  aired  in  late 
February,  she  finally  revealed  herself  as  the 
saboteur,  “the  mole.” 

It  was  an  unaccustomed  role  for  Price, 
whose  career  requires  ultimate  honesty  and 
truthfulness.  “I  think  the  producers  picked  me 
as  the  mole  because  of  my  educational 
background  and  the  fact  that  I’m  used  to 
keeping  my  word,”  Price  says.  ‘They  realized 
I  was  smart  enough  to  pull  it  off  and  that  oth¬ 
ers  would  trust  my  Midwest  demeanor.” 

It  was  the  show’s  element  of  intrigue  that 
drew  Price  to  the  open  audition  for  the  show 
when  ABC  came  through  the  Windy  City.  “A 
lot  of  my  audition  resulted  from  a  whim,  but 
the  concept  and  mystery  element  of  The 
Mole  appealed  to  me,”  Price  explains.  “I’ve 
written  a  mystery  novel,  so  it’s  something  that 
interests  me.  The  producers  then  offered  me 
the  role  of  the  mole,  which  means  I  would  be 
the  mystery.  That’s  when  I  decided  to  do  it.” 

After  landing  the  “secret”  starring  role, 
Price  began  preparing  to  outwit,  outsmart, 
and  outplay  her  fellow  contestants  ...  and  her 
family  and  friends. 

“I  told  my  fiance,  Brad,  and  my  immediate 
family  that  I  was  picked  for  the  show,  but  I 
didn’t  tell  them  I  was  the  mole.  And  my  best 
friend  knew  I  tried  out  for  the  show,  but  I 
didn’t  tell  her  I’d  made  it.” 

When  filming  took  place  over  a  four-week 
period  last  fall,  Price’s  day-to-day  life  as  a 
clerk  for  a  federal  judge  stopped,  and  she 
cancelled  plans  to  take  a  teaching  position  at 
the  University  of  Chicago’s  law  school  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  The  Mole.  Her  lead  role  included 
one  month  of  traveling,  30  days  of  lies  and 
deceit,  and  her  true  whereabouts  left 
unknown  to  many. 

During  filming,  communication  with  the 
world  outside  The  Mole  remained  limited.  On 


location  in  Spain,  however,  each  remaining 
contestant  was  allowed  to  have  a  visitor. 

“Brad  appeared  on  one  episode  during  his 
visit,”  Price  says.  “His  visit  was  very  short, 
over  only  one  night,  then  it  was  back  to  work.” 

Although  her  work  required  undermining 
the  trust  of  others,  Price  did  befriend  some  of 
her  fellow  Mole  participants,  including  the 
show’s  winner,  Steven  Cowles,  an  undercov¬ 
er  policeman  from  Denver.  “Steven  admits  I 
was  always  on  his  ‘short  list’  of  suspects  as 
the  mole,”  Price  explains.  “He  claims  he  had 
it  figured  out  by  the  third  execution  (the  elimi¬ 
nation  of  a  contestant  from  the  show  at  the 
end  of  each  episode).” 


Price,  who  received  an  unnamed  fee  for 
her  role,  keeps  in  touch  with  Cowles,  who  is 
enjoying  his  prize  money  as  well.  “I’ve  invited 
Steven  to  my  wedding,  so  I  may  get  to  see 
him  again  soon.” 

Looking  back  on  her  part  in  the  show, 
Price  admits  she  liked  being  the  mole,  but 
the  experience  had  its  low  points,  too.  “It  was 
challenging  to  lie  for  24  hours  a  day  for  four 
weeks,”  Price  admits.  “I  never  felt  like  I  could 
be  myself  totally.  And  physically  it  was  diffi¬ 
cult,  because  I  never  got  enough  sleep. 

‘The  show  challenged  on  many  different 
levels— both  emotionally  and  physically.  I 
cried  three  times  on  The  Mole,  and  two  times 
it  was  for  real.  I  was  so  exhausted  and  I 
broke  down  to  deal  with  the  pressure,”  Price 
remembers.  “But  one  of  the  times  I  faked  the 
cry  as  part  of  my  role,  and  it  worked  com¬ 
pletely! 

“Overall,  it  was  certainly  one  of  the  most 
interesting  experiences  of  my  life,  and  I  can’t 
match  it  with  anything  else  I’ve  ever  done.” 

ABC  has  a  second  edition  of  The  Mole  in 
the  works,  and  Price  may  participate  as  a 
writer  for  the  next  installment  of  the  show  in 
which  she  first  starred.  She’s  also  adapting 
her  mystery  into  a  screenplay,  and  someday, 
she  may  return  to  life  in  the  law  field. 

“In  some  ways,  it  may  have  hurt  me  that 
I’ve  done  this,”  Price  admits.“But  I  do  think  of 
myself  as  an  honest  person.  In  real  life,  the 
central  element  shouldn’t  be  deceit,  and  I 
don’t  play  the  game  that  way.”  ■ 
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Symbolizing  Our  Ideals 

.Almost  95  years  ago,  the  delegates  at  Theta’s  1907 
Grand  Convention  approved  the  coat  of  arms  used 
by  the  Fraternity  to  this  day.  The  approval  of  a 
standard  coat  of  arms  was  one  of  several  actions 
taken  to  standardize  Fraternity  symbols 
and  help  unify  all  the  chapters. 

This  ‘  new”  coat  of  arms  contained  remnants  of 
previous  designs.  A  member  of  Alpha  Chapter  had 
designed  the  First  recorded  coat  of  arms  in  1 8 77 
when  the  Greek  groups  at  DePauw  published  an 
annual  yearbook,  “The  Mirror.”  That  first  coat  of 
arms  contained  many  symbols  representing  the 
ideals  of  the  Fraternity:  an  angel  for  guidance, 
curtains  to  connote  secrecy,  a  torch  for 
enlightenment  and  aspiration. 

Because  Alphas  coat  of  arms  wasn’t  “official,”  other 
chapters  designed  their  own  for  publication  in  their 
own  college  annuals.  In  1895,  Grand  Convention 
voted  to  have  a  new  coat  of  arms  designed,  one 
that  would  appear  at  the  top  of  the  charter. 
Because  of  a  decision  to  destroy  all  charters  issued 
before  1897,  we  do  not  know  what  that  coat  of 
arms  looked  like.  A  new  charter  design  was  adopt¬ 
ed  in  1897  and  included  a  new  coat  of  arms. 

It  was  decided  at  the  1901  Convention  that  the 
design  on  the  charter  would  become  the  official 
coat  of  arms.  Beginning  in  1906,  a  committee 
reviewed  all  the  Fraternity  insignia  and  submitted  a 
new  design  for  the  coat  of  arms.  It  was  approved  at 
the  1907  Convention  and  has  been  in  use  ever 
since,  with  the  crest  found  on  the 
coat  of  arms  used  as  the  official  crest.
